DETAILED ACTION 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because It is to long, see MPEP 
§ 608.01(b), and upon allowance has been corrected as follows;

The application has been amended as follows: 
ABSTRACT 

A process for the epoxidation of an olefin, which process comprises reacting 
a feed comprising an olefin, oxygen and an organic halide, in the presence of a 
catalyst comprising silver and rhenium deposited on a carrier, wherein the catalyst 
comprises rhenium in a quantity of at most 1.5 mmole/kg, relative to the weight 
of the catalyst, and at most 0.0015 mmole/m 2 ' relative to the surface area of the 
carrier, and in which process the reaction temperature is increased to at least partly 
reduce the effect of loss of activity of the catalyst while the organic halide is 
present in a relative quantity Q which is maintained constant as defined herein. 

Claims 1-4 and 11-18 are allowed.
